to get under way.

were slowly recovering from the most 
disastrous November flood on record.

DISEASE ARRESTED IN EARLY CASE 


From Leprosy Slight

Twenty-four patients have been 
turned out of Carville by publie health 
authorities in the past: 16 months as 
arrested cases, 

There are not more than 600 lepers 
in the United States, according to pub- 
lie health service estimates, 309 of 
them “being under treatment at Car- 
ville. 

Best figures available show approxi- 
mately 3,000,000. known Jepers in the 
world and such remarkable progress 
has been shown with chaulmoogra oil 
treatments that some health authori-' 
ties telieve that dangerous leprosy 
may he eradicated within 40 years. 

seprosy is one of the oldest diseases 
known to mankind. Much has been 
learned about its treatment and symp- 
toms during the past 10 years. 

Technieally leprosy ean never he 
cured, medical men say, but it can be 
arrested.

Medical men have learned during 
the past decade that leprosy is uot as 
contagious as previously thought. 
Lony and constant association with a 
leper is necessary to contract the dis- 
ease, public health officials explained. 
Children are more suscentible to lep- 
rosy than persons of advanced years. 
According to the public health service 


leprosy is not hereditary. Every ehild 
horn of leper parents is born free of 
the disease. A well person could shake 
hanis with a leper and remain wnin- 
fected the health service said. Many 
known lepers are permitted by health 
authorities to move about unmolested 
as long as they take proper sanitary 
precautions, New York state has a 
number of cases, which are being 
treate! at home while the lepers con- 
tinued their usual activities, ‘the public 
health service said. 

Segregation is not compulsory for 
the reason that it might result im early 
cases being kept secret and without 
treatment, it was pointed out. 

The latest oil injections used by the 
publie health service are giving excel- 
lent results. Practically all early cases 
clear up after nine months to a year’s 
treatment and many ol¢, long-standing 
cases have been made non- -infective. 

The chaulmoogra oil, used in treat- 
ments, is obtained from the seeds of 
various hydnocarpus trees, grown in 
tropical countries, The oil is prepared 
for injections by the addition of a por- 
tion of doubly ‘distilled creosote.

He, however, failed to rally from the 
operation and succumbed early this 
afternoon. 

His body will be taken tomorrow 
evening to his home at Batesville. 
Ark., where the funeral will take 


place, The body will arrive at Bates- 
ville on Thursday morning. Arrange- 
ments were being completed today for 
the usual congressional escort for the 
body. 

Representative Oldfield had been 
one of the leaders of the democratic 
party in national congressional cam- 
paigns.

Interesting Facts About Georgia Incomes 
and What Uncle Sam Collects. 


Washington, November 19.—(Spe- 
cial).—T@ a fellow like this writer 
who has a flair for figures and often 
finds as much pleas- 
ure in rooting 
through a, pile of sta- 
tistics as a pig does 
in a peanut patch, 
the 1926 “statistics 
of income” just re- 
leased by Col, Dave 
Blair, commissioner 
of internal revenue, | 
constitute a figural 
barbecue ! 

The statistics are 
made up from the in- 
dividual and _  cor- 
poration returns, 
plus estate returns, 
filed during 1927 as 
showing incomes of 
1926 and the revenues therefrom. 

Out of the mess I have rooted up a 
number of facts that will be interest- 
ing to Georgians, albeit they are nuw 
water passed under the bridge. 

Before going to them, however, the 
fact may be noted that the individual 
returns filed in 1926 were 4,138,002, 
which were 32,959 fewer than for 
1925, but the total net incomes were 
$63,920,246 more.

The net incomes reported reached

the whole nation. The loss on_net 
incomes in Georgia from those of 
1925 was $237,003. 

Of the 36,744 individual returns 
made in Georgia the taxable ones were 
21,459 and the nontaxable. were 
15,285. 

The total tax due on $127,.248,953 
of taxable incomes, after legal dedue- 
tions, was $2,888,400. 

The average net income per return 
was $4,657.81, compared with the av- 
erage of $5,306.43 for the entire coun- 
try, or $648.62 less than the general 
average. On these average net incomes 
Georgia ranks as the twenty-fourth of 
the 48 states, the highest average 
being $7,584.61 in Delaware, the next 
smallest state in the union.

Our Folks Were Not Hard Hit. 

When we consider that only 1.17 
per cent of our population made indi- 
vidual income tax returns, as against 
7.58 per cent in the District of Co- 
lumbia, 7.31 per cent in Delaware 
and 6.66 per cent in New York, and 
that our percentage was the lowest in 
the nation except the .76 in South 
Carolina, the .96 in Mississippi, the 
1.02 in Arkansas and the.1.13 in Ala- 
bama, our folks should congratulate 
themselves that they are as poor as 
they are!

Single women who were heads of 
families were 022 in number and their 
net incomes were set down at $3,-, 
349,538. Not a bad showing at all 
for those burdened women who aver- 
aged nearly $3,633 annual net in- 
comes. 

Single men who were not heads of 
families were 9,211 and their net in- 
comes ran up +. $25,160,621, while the 
single women who were not heads of 
families were 3,890 with total net in- 
co nes of $10,302,527.

In all Georgia there were reported 
only 14 net mcomes between $100,000 
and $150,000; only 2 between" $150,- 
000 and *200,000; just 2 between

none at all beyond the latter figure. 


Reduced Number of Taxpayers. 

It may be interesting to learn that, 
by virtue of the several reductions 
of. income taxes that congress has 
made in recent years, the number of 
individuals required to make income 
tax returns in Georgia has been re- 
duced from 73,325 in 1920 to 36,744 
in 1926. ‘he number for 1927 and 
the current year will certainly show 
further reductions, unless the pros- 
perity so eloquently exploited in the 
recent campaign has greatly enlarged 
the fortunes of our people. 

The returns made by corporations 
in Georgia were 5,281. of which 3,- 
234 reported net incomes and 2,047 
claimed no net income. 

The gross income of the 3,234 was 
$871.820,236 and the net was $61,- 
823,773. and on that the tax amount- 
ed to $7,564,471. 

The 2,047 corporations. _ being 
38.76 per cent of all, reported deficits 
amounting in the aggregate to $25,- 
5: ',021, although they had paid $4,-

V. McCollum is 
a darn good authority, fh fact a world 
recognized authority, and so I advise 
all and sundry to read his book and 
absorb everything he teaches therein 
except the nonsense about cleaning 
the digestive tract every day. If you 
follow thé good practical instruction 
and advice the book gives about your 
vituals, your digestive tract will not 
need any cleaning. 

I don’t know what Dr. MeCollum’s 
middle name is, but to my mind it is 
Vitamin, for he is certainly the fore- 
most American authority on vitamins. 
Let me quote just one passage from

The answer is that these are c-n- 
tained in the food we eat provid- 
ed the selection which we recom- 
mend is followed. -There were a 
great many .people in the world 
with fine physical -development, 
good health, and long life before 
it became known that there was 
such a thing as a vitamin.

pifrpose of education there are two schools of 
thought. The more ancient. one holds that the business of education is 
to polish a gentleman for his own pleasure. If it opens his eyes and 
thus enables him to enjoy a more abundant life, it has justified itself and 
served its purpose. fay “; 

This belief was logical and just in ancient times when education was 
bégun by private tutors and completed by means of travel. The gentle- 
man or his sire paid the bill—the whole of it—and deserved the whole 
of the benefit. It was a private transaction. . 

But modern education is subsidized. It is begun in a public school 
supported by taxpayers, and completed in a school almost as public sup- 
ported by subscription and ‘endowment. Not one educated man in 4 
thousand pays for’all he receives. — 

Those who receive benefits they do not pay for are under an obli- 
gation to those who. provide the benefits. , ' 

The state—meaning the taxpayers—establishes and supports public 
schools to train citizens. The theory is that an educated citizen is less 
apt to run amuck, scorn authority and become an expensive nuisance, 

And philanthropists who endow institutions of learning are prompted 
by a desire to benefit their country and their race by making able men 
more useful. They do, not give their money to enable men to polish 
themselves for their.own pleasure. 

.» Both the state and the philanthropists, having provided a benefit, 
expect a reasonable return—and have a right to expect it. 

Their intention and ‘hope is to make men more useful. And only 
those who can be made useful by means of education have a right to 
profit by the facilities provided. 

‘To accept the education—to consume the time and energy of in- 
structors—without becoming useful to society is to cheat. 

The girl who was educated to be a missionary did not mean to cheat, 
nor doés the youth who accepts an education at West Point and then 
decides to become a merchant. | 

But they defraud their benefactors, nevertheless; and so do all who 
profit by taxes or endowments and render no Service to justify the 
money and energy expended to train them. 

Doubtless all citizens are better citizens for a public school training, . 
but relatively few justify the effort expended on them in colleges. 

Our universities are burdened with selfish and purposeless young 
people who are “getting an education” because it is the orthodox thing 
to do. : 

They should weed out those who promise no return,

_ An oceultist is essentially a worker 
in magic—white magic, not black— 
although I am aware of no reason 
why a black magician should not be 
called an occultist. It is well known 
that white magicians severely con- 
emn the black magicians. This hap- 

ned when, about 1904, Habeeb 
Ahmad. published his “Mysteries of 
Sound and Number,” in which he 
sought to use certain alleged occult 
laws, in making bets on horses. Need- 
less to say he lost. Practitioners of 
white magic, like Eliphas Levi and 
Madame Blavatsky, may be taken as 
representative occultists, although 
both appear to have dabbled at times 
in the other kind 

The mystic is at the opposite pole 
from the magician. He believes in 
the possibility of obtaining divine 
re as 1 by contemplation of and 
union with God-himself. He is rep- 
resented by men like Plotinus, 
Swedenborg, Boehme and Ruysbro- 
eckh and women like St, Teresa and 
Madame Guyon. He “meditates” and 
waits in receptive tranquility for the 
divine message to come to him. He 
enters what he calls “the silence” and 
listens for the divine voice. To him 
the world is indebted for some of 
its choicest devotional literature and 
also for t great practical services 
which mystics have repeatedly render- 
ed to mankind in many realms of its 
activity.

14 YEARS LIBERTY 


Raleigh, N. €., November 19.—() 
John Cameron, 58-year-old lumber and 
turpentine magnate of Alabama, to- 
day settled back to the prison routine 
he threw off 14 years ago when‘ he 
took French leave from the North 
Carolina prison farm. He was return- 
ed by officers Saturday. 

Cameron, who was given a 20-year

out bitterness. He said he had no idea

king of SMylacauga. Ala.. worth 
eral hundred thousand dollars, -was 
‘the eseaped prisoner from North 
¢ ‘arolina. He was convicted of killing 
la: policeman named Oates, 

Only bis sons and perhaps a couple 
i of trusted business associates knew his 
secret, so far as Cameron was aware. 

(‘ameron said he went to Cincinnati 
after escaning ““om the Caledonia farm 
in December of 1914. During the war 
he werked in the employment office 
jat Muscle Shoals. Later he went to 
Syvlacanga. where he entered the lum- 
ber and turpentine business and pros- 
pered. For four years. he said, — the 
thought of giving himself np remained 
with him. but eventually he lost‘ fear 
of recapture. 

Word received here was that friends 
of Cameron in Alabama and in this 
state were preparing to seek clemency 
for him. He stil] has 19 years of bis 
seritence hanging over his head.

Hoover To Show Growing Im- 

portance of South America te 

U. S. Trade—South To Elim- 

mote Smoke in New Industrial 
ities. 


Herbert Hoover, long familiar with 
the ‘statistics of South American 
trade, is to meet the practical side 
of it in his South American tour. 

Until the president-elect decided on 
this tour, most Americans, not con- 
- nected with South American busi- 

‘hess and trade, never stopped to real- 
ize its growing importance in Ameri- 
can trade. 

In 1912, just two years before the 
world war, America had approximate- 
ly $183,000.,000 invested in all. South 
America. Just 16 years later—at the 
beginning of 192sS—the figure had in- 
crease twelve fold and stood at $2,- 
215,000,000. When the total invest- 
ments in South America are recorded 
for this year, the figure shoulf? stand 
at not less than $2,500,000,000. 


During the same time United States , 


trade annually with South America 
has pushed head from $528,000,000 to 
$959,000,000. However, South Amer- 
ica still sells more to the United 
States than United States sells. to 
South America. But the spread is 
narrowing. 

In trade expansion with the United 
States. Columbia leads; Venezuela 
next: then Uruguay, Argentine, Peru, 
Chile and Brazil in the order named. 
Bolivia and Paraguay also have moved 
ahead rapidly. 

Chile Is First. 


In number of Americn investments | 


America, Chile holds first 
place with approximately $520,000,- 
000; then Argentine, $484,000.000; 
Brazil, $447,000,000; Columbia, $211,- 
000,000; Venezuela, %$172,000.000; 
Peru,  $150,000,000. Other South 
American republics have received ad- 
ditional millions, all invested during 
the last few years. 

From the standpoint of American 
business in South America, no more 
important trip has been undertaken 
hy any president than the one Her- 
bert Hoover started on yesterday.

ton consumption in the United States | 
during the month of October has given | 


stability to the market and while the 
advance has not been great, it is plain 
that it would require but little bullish 
force to lift values above the 20-cent 
level for New York delivery. 

October consumption of lint cotton 
was 618.000 bales, as against 613,- 
OOO in the same month a year ago. 
The increase is not startling, but tak- 
en in conjurpction with the improve- 
ment in the dry goods market, it indi- 
eates that the cotton textile indus- 
try in this country has reached and 
passed the nadir of depression, and 
that a continued improvement may 
now be expected. 


The export movement is also look- 
ing up. Total shipments up to last 
Thursday evening were 179,000 bales 
in excess of last year, and the pros- 
pect is for a continued increase. 

A gain of 164,000 bales in the 
quantity shipped to Japan explains 
most of the increase thus far shown, 
but Europe is believed to have con- 
tracted for a very large quantity of 
cotton, and a fairly constant enlarge- 
ment of exports is to be expected for 
the next three or fo r months. 

It is a little early to attempt a pre- 
cise estimate of the quantity of cot- 
ton that America will send abroad this 
season, but our exports in 1926-1927 
reached 10,927,000 bales, and there 
are some good judges who think that 
we may send 9.000.000 bales over- 
seas in 1928-1929 if the cotton is 
be -had.

It is also gratifying to chronicle 
what might be described as a distinct 
improvement in the morale of the spot 
cotton trade in the United States. 

The comparatively low “basis” upon 
whjch it has been possible to handle 
much of the present crop has reduced 
the hazards of the busiuess, and the 
problem of getting a satisfactory hedge 
has become much less complicated 
than it was. 

The action of the New York Cot- 
ton Exchange in permitting southern 
delivery on the contracts in which it 
trades, as well as in adopting the va- 
rious other reforms recommended by 
the McFadden committee, has infused 
a new spirit of hopefulness into the 
entire confraternity of cotton dealers, 
there is good reason to believe 
that the present season will be more 
profitable than some of its immediate 
predlecessors. 

The result of all this is optimism, 
and as most Americans are prone to 
buy something when they feel optim- 
istic, it seems reasonable to assume 
that the elevator in which the cotton 
market is carried up and down may 
soon deserve the name of “ascenseur” 
by which it is described in France.
